CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP)

This weather condition was re­ 
ported weakening and could clear 
by Saturday. 
Heavy swells were reported ex­ 
tending from Florida to Bermuda.

projects. 
The delegation represented agri­ 
culture, commerce and industry, 
recreation, public water supply 
public interests and state govern 
ment. 
The three projects are part of 
a comprehensive water manage 
ment plan proposed by the Corps 
of Engineers for the basin. They 
have been authorized by Congress 
and placed on an 
active status 
The basin plan includes additional 
reservoirs on Alum Creek. Salt 
Creek and Mill Creek, and local 
protection wxrrks at Columbus and 
Chillicothe. 
“ The Scioto River Basin »s the 
most vulnerable to flood damages 
of any basin in Ohio," Eagon told 
the Committee. “ Damages in ex 
cess of $75 million are forecast 
from a flood of the magnitude of 
1913, if no new' protection work 
are built."

es sprinkle less pollen. T rees are 
natural snow fences! 
And so, double level hay fever 
fences, eight feet high, w ere Inuit 
and tested. 
Tile low'er four feet of the fences 
resem ble a cage. Like bars, n a r­ 
row wooden strips stretch up and 
down, seven or eight inches apalit. 
The upper level could hold back
